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Camp— Discusses Soldier's 
Life. 
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Yesterday arternoon Dr. Bruce Tay- 
lor gave a most enjoyable *alk on bis 
experience of the war to thi Delta 
Sigma Society. His add.-r*;--. wltiili 
i was informal, w as most instructive, 
i and bis audience felt that -.hey real' 
jized what war really means more 
keenly ilian they had ever done before, 
i Dr. Taylor brought with bim a map of 
I Belgium such as each officer has, and 
.also the stub and part or the frag- 
ments Ot a "coal box.*' lie said that 
while be was at the front the Cana- 
dians bad no\ been in any big engage- 
ment, but experienced the eveiy-day 
t rem ii warfare, which is trying 
enough. On Hie map be showed the 
wavy line of the front which the Cana- 
dians occupied from Ypres to Armen- 
tieres, and also he pointed out the 
famous and deadly Ypres salien*. Dr. 
Taylor left Moirtreal on June 10th and 
r. ached Dcvonport on a fine Saturday 
I night. On the voyage they had boat 
drill frequently. They were given a 
gnat reception at Dovonport, and 
, proceeded through Devon up 'o Lon- 
don, and so on to Sbornclltfe, where 
they detrained and marched to Si'. 
Martin's Plain, only to find that they 
had arrived abend of their transports 
I and had to Bleep on ihc tent floor iu 
| kilts, which garments are not adapt- 
ed for wanm'.i when sleeping. They 
spent .in ideal three and a half months 
in training. Though the work was 
hard, the y enjoyed the fresh air. 
Their work consisted of battalion drill, 
bomb-throw ins. machine gun and 
musketry practice and route march- 
ing. The musketry course was a 
seven weeks' one, with practice every 
day on ranges by Ihe sea. The route 
marches occupied a large part of their 
time. The purpose was chiefly In 
harden the men's feet; they marched 
both wi!h> and w ithout packs. .March- 
ing w-ilh packs is much harder than 
the unexperienced imagine. The c\tra 
we'thl throws one off one's halauce, 
forcing the feet forward in the shoes 
and thus blistering the toes. In v iew 
of this. Dr. Taylor advised those pres- 
ent wl'en they are sending off sock* 
to the front to put in a round of ad- 
hesive plaster. The care of the feel is 
most. important; many perfectly 
healthy men become flat-footed 
through want of attention. Therefore 
at the end of a route march every man 
bad his feel examined by the doctor, 

Work of I baplain. 

The chaplain's work is mainly done 
in the training camps: at the front 
itself he can have no large services, 
because a collection or men would ni- 
traet the attention of German aero- 
planes. Death is a common occur- 
rence at the front: there is no mourn- 
ing and no unnecessary aggravation 
or sorrow. If a man is killed, his 
I place is filled up Immediately. Even 
j in the officers' mess, no one hca a 
fixed place. This avoids the exira 
notice being taken of a gap when an 
officer is missing.

.i- rv client. Kvery man gets a biih 
once a week; his clothes aro taken 
away from him and he gels clean 
cues, darned and mended.

The annual meeting of the News 
Hoard was held yesterday afternoon in 
the Union, with the editor-in-chief in 
the chair. .Mr. V. 8, Green was elect- 
ed secretary to take the place of 0, w. 
Bourke, who has become managing 
editor. The question of granting Daily- 
pins to ihose who had qualified for 
(hem was brought up. and a list of 
these men made out aud passed.

A most interest ing meeting of the 
Philosophical Society was held In 
room it, Strathcona Hall, laM evening, 
when .Mr. M. f, Siglrr delivered an In- 
structive discourse on the theories of 
government put forward by llobbes. 
Spinoia and Locke, with comparison?. 
Mr. C. N. Clark, the presiden,, occu- 
pied the chair. 

In introducing his subject, Mr. Sig- 
ler explained that be would treat the 
subject under discussion uuder vari- 
ous heads, as follows: First, llobbes's 
theory; secondly, Spinoza's theory; 
thirdly, Ixjckc's theory, and lastly, 
comparisons and contrasts between 

each view as propounded by the 
author. 

The essence of llobbcs's theory, ex- 
plained the speaker, «as the absolute, 
though perhaps not the divine right 
of kingship. llobbes grounds bis 
whole conception of moral and .social 
life on the impulse oi self-preserva- 
tion, which he doe.^ not prove, but 
take* Tor granted. This leads bim to 
conclude that there is a state of war 
in nature— "Bell um omnium contra 
omnes." 

"This point" of view." continued the 
speaker, "enables llobbes to deduce 
the life ol the state from individual 
self-preservation. It. Is evident from 
the theory of contract thir, enlight- 
ened Self-Interest Will prompt each in- 
dividual to render obedience. The 
power which is lo be obeyed rnusl he 
Unconditioned, so that each individual 
is entirely impotent against it. 

Npino/n's Government, 

" Spinoza's government is founded 
on the common consent of Hie gov- 
erned, but there is no elaborate an- 
aljsis of Ihc supposed contract, lie 
deduces that no government is really 
absolute. Killers who act in content rri 
or their subjects commit political sui- 
cide. 

"Spinoza then goes on to define the 

various types of government— mon- 
archy, aristocracy and democracy, IBs 
ideal monarchy is on the whole move 
popular than his ideal aristocracy, bin 
in the abstract he prefers democracy. 

"Spinoza rejects all claims, whether 
religious or otherwise, to set up n 
power in the state equal to civil power 
or superior to it. lie denounces the 
ecclesiastical pretensions at evi rj op- 
portunity. He. however, allaws for In- 
dividual specula-, ion in matters pri- 
taining to religion, provided ii dors 
not come into dirrci conflict with ibe 
civil power. In this he is more liberal 
than Hobbcs, who claims thai religion 
must be swallowed whole like a pill." 

To sum up. Mr. Siglrr maintained 
that Spinoza's influence would have 
been equally as great if not greater 
ihan llobbcs's. If he had been as well 
known. Spinoza's doctrine rests on a 
bioad. generous view or buman life. 
It aims at a high mark. "It is the 
work of a philosopher who Is proud or 
being a free citizen." 

Locke's Views, 

Locke's standpoint regarding ihe 
principles of good guvrinnient is not 
the result of a purely scientific devel- 
opment of idea?. He was influenced 

by certain events, such hk the Revo- 
lution of 1688, his main iden h'-ing 
to Shatter the theories laid down by 
Ihe partisans ol James II. The lattel 
claimed that kings were divinely con- 
stituted beings, and tb* n «as sacri- 
lege to dispute their will. 

In contrast to llobbes's stale or na- 
ture. Locke's natural sia:e is not one 
or war. An actual sta:e of war does 
not. arise until some one Individual 
arts contrary to the law or tcason. 
I/ocke's theory is I hat every man gives 
up his actual natural power into -Ihe 
I hands of the Community that does not 
I exclude him f'om appealing for pro- 
tection lo the law established by U, 
I The contract [a for the people, and by 
I thd people The residuary power con- 
sequently rrs-.s with the people. 

To sum up. Locke was n < lear think- 
er, though rather shaky in bis argu- 
ments. He did not have the decision 
and analytical power of Mohbes, or of 
even Thos. Smith of a (eir.ury before, 
vit. on the whole, he serves our pur- 
pose very well in laying down the 
foundation of a really ideal demoera- 
In government. 

Mr. Sigler then pointed nut tJiat nf 
the three men. Hobbes w-as the most 
central figure, about whom discis- 
sion flows with evei-lnerraslng veloc- 
ity. His teaching proved sn Incentive 
to the minds of great men like Spin-

M.A., B.C.L. 

When t»r. F. P. Walton lesigncd as 
bead of the Impairment of Law to ac- 
cept the important position of lesal 
adviser to the Eg>ptian Government, 
students and members of the Faculty 
alike thought that his place would 
ue\ev again be filled with a man of 
such striking ability. This fear, how- 
ever, was given ils quietus wheu lhe 
Board of Governors appoiuicd liobert 
Warden Lee. M.A.. lu'.L. to succeed 
the well-known Protestor. Lean Lee's 
task at the outset was undoubtedly a 
great one, owing to the fact tbi't his 
predecessor had been so popular with 
the students, as well as ba\ing been 
a ury efficient lecturer in Roman 
Law. 

Dean Lee has been at McGUI since 
the fall of 1.914, and dur.ng this time 
has created the impression of being a 
mail who always has the welfare of 
his students at heart, as well as being 
a really capable lecturer in Koniau 
Law and British. 1'onstitutional Law. 
Whenever he is discussing any topic 
during his lectures he is always will- 
ing to hear the student./ opinion on 
\arious matters, and also their ideas 
relative lo certain cases. In a sub- 
Jevt like Uonian Law, where it is very 
difficult for students lo keep their 
minds concentrated at all times, Dean 
Lee seems to have the faculty or al- 
ways directing the minds of the Mu- 
dents in the right direction. Never 
does he allow his lectures to lag, aud 
never does he occupy the students 
with unnecessary details in order that 
he may take up the whole hour. 

As a well-educated man In law . the 
worthy Dean of the McGill Law De- 
pariment expects a good deal of his 
students, and, as a result, he is un- 
tiring in his efforts to impart his 
knowledge to them. Whenever doubt- 
ful cases aiiac, Dean Lee never hesi- 
tates to tpend considerable time in 
reading up a number of authorities, 
and to thus clear up anything that 
might mislead the students. 

When meeting Dean Lee for lhe 
first time, one is immediately im- 
pressed with his broad-mindedness. 
Ills rcaturen are those or the lawyer 
In every respect,— in ract, one might 
almost say ihat he is an rxact copy of 
some famous Hoinan statesman, He is 
of fairly tall stature, while his gaze 
Is one of a member before the bar 
when In charge of a "big ease.' - 1 1 « 
seems to question every doubtiul re- 
mark, and never hesitates lo give bis 
opinious on all matters. As a result 
of this, he is popular with lhe stu- 
dents, as well as with his colleague;;. 
Ou innumerable occasions, too. the 
Dean is very humorous and witty, 
having a cle\cr word for the students 
at all times. 

Although II may seem rather 
strange to a large number of the stu- 
dent body, the head or the Family of 
Law is the youugest dean at McGill 
University to-day. Born ou Decem- 
ber 3 4, 1S68, in North Wales. Dtan 
Lee bas alrrady had a very active 
career. Although ho fust saw (he 
light iu North Wales, the Dean tayr. 
"I am not a Welshman." He is the 
third son of the late Uev. M. II. Lee, 
Canon of St. Asaph, and of l.oulEa, 
daughter of Kobert Warden, of Park- 
hill, Stirling, Scotland, Ills education, 
us may be guessed, has been of a very 
extensive character. Before deciding 
to study law, the present Dean was a 
elassieaj scholar of Ballol College, 
Oxford, when that institution was 
presided over by Ihc famous Dr. Jow- 
clt. He look First Class Honors in 
Classical Moderations at Oxford in 
1SSP, thus show ing himself to be a stu- 
dent of no mean ability. Two >ears 
i later he again came lu the fore in the 
'classics by takiug First Class Honors 
! In the Final Classical School. lie 
look the degree of M.A. in lSlM, and 
I of B.C.L. la 1SIIS.

.In the Final Classical School and his

The prcfent head of the Law Fac- 
ulty was also an examiner in the Final 
School ol Jurisprudence at Oxford 
from 190$-1909, and also for the de- 
grce of Bachelor of Civil Law at Ox- 
ford in It'll and lOlL".

lege Football. 



POWER FOR REFEREE 



Will Be Allowed to Call Came 
On Account of Darkness 
in Future. 



Speaking generally, college football 
■will be played under the same rules 
during 1916 as in J!>lâ and the changes 
which weie \otcd upon a' the annual 
meeting of the rules committee held In 
New York recently aie either for the 
purpose of interpretatlng \aguc pointa 
or affecting minor points in the game. 

As expected, the chief point of dis- 
cussion was that of compulsory num- 
bering of ulayeic and the volo was 
against passing such a rule by 7 tu i 
Jt seemed to be the general senttiueut 
of the delega.es, that numbering play* 
crs would be au a:d to ihr spec:.;*-.!, i, 
but a number of the coaches took t'jc 
view- that it would work a hardship 
OB both playeia au I coaches through 
making it too easy tor opposing play- 
ers to identify each other. 

One of the most important changes 
Sn the rule-; «as the passing a une 
which gives to " <• referee ihc po?*r 
to call a game on account or darkness. 
Another change piovides that when 
one team is late In appearing for the 
Start of the second half, the ofrrnding 
■team shall not only br penalized, but 
the offended team shall have the light 
to the choice of goal. 

In the case of a punt-out a player 
la not to bs allowed to run into the 
< atcber of the pun' except in a bona 
fide attempt to catch the hall, or bal 
it with the hand. When a kicked ball 
becomes a free ball, a defensive player 
will have the right 10 push aside an- 
other player in older to get the ball. 
A modification was made lrgarding a 
foul committed behind Hie goal line. 
ko that in future should a toul prê- 
tent a player from making a touch- 
down which be would haw otherwise 
made, the referee has a jn his power 
in declare a touchdown in favor of the 
Offended player. 

A number of minor changes were 
made relating to ibe forward pass. 
Henceforth th« player must be the 
test nan on the line of scrimmage, in 
order to ink' a forward PUSS. In ease 
of a player with one root oui of 
bounds touching a forward pass, tbe 
ball is declared out of bound- and 
«.;omes back onto the field of play. On 
»he defending the forwaid pa, 
t>o the first, second or third down 
■which is not completed and Mrikc? 
ibe ground behind the goal line shall 
be a safety. On tbe fourth down die 
hall will go to the opponents. If a for* 
■ward pass on the defending side bits 
n goal post on the first, second or 
third down, it will be a safety and on 
ibe fourth down will go to ibe oppos- 
ing side. On the attacking side, if a 
forward pass has Hie goal line on the 
first, second or third down. It will be
